MMW wishing: to avail thetn- 
aelves of federal aid in road 
building must accept the pro- 
visions of the law through their 
legislatures or gofvenors. Before 
the work can be aetnally begun 
they must also have hijfhwav de- 
partments. With the exception 
•r Indiana. Geonria, flontli Caio* 
lina and Tex.as. the states al- 
ready have such departments. 

The maximum amount thegov- 
anunent will pay is $10,000 a 
mile for road construction. The 
state pays half the expf-iise or a 
greater amount. The maximum 
of ^.000 a mile, the oAlee of 
Public Roads estimates, will cov- 
er the cost of constructing the 
beat kind of eountry roads. For 
much traveled highways, where 
a large investment would be con- 
ridarad proAtable, government 
experts recMnmend coacrete, 
brick or bitiminous macadam, 
the latter hoiii^ made uj) of loose 
rock bound together with one of 
Hw variooa tar pMparatkma. bi- 
taminoMa cement or other bind* 
iif material. 

Keen rivalry between the ma- 
kers of road material and road 
building machinery is already 
manifesting itself. While local 
eonditions are sakl to make dif- 
firent paving material prefer- 
able in dilTerent localities, there 
is much comoetitive business. 

Kiperts have predicted that 
the Incroastxt road building may 
VWUlt in a standardized road, ac- 
ceptiMe to the federal depart- 
MBt. At present, the states 
will make application for aid, 
apecifying the location, charac- 
taraodoostof the propoeed road. 
Bach ease will be passed on sep- 
arately. The fact that states 
must keep these federal-state 



roads in repair under penality of 
ttM km of all future aM is ex- 
pected to result in the selection 
on only the beat paving materials.

His statistics showed that as 
rejxjrted by the Department of 
Agriculture there were on .Jan- 
uary 1. 191«). 21,166.000 horses 
on farms, 4..5«).5.000 mules and 
3, 1S2,70!> horses in the cities, a 
toUl of Z9.913,70tJ. In 1890, in 
round numbers, there were 14, 
000.000 horses on farms in the 
United States, and in I'M) there 
were 18,000,0<K). The value of 
the horses and mules in the 
country is $3,032,292,000. Mr. 
Hunt said that there are 1,800, 
000 automobiles in the country, 
and their value is $1,260,000,000.

Acta of 1914 makes it the duty of the 
County! Road Engineer to inspect the roads and bridjres of the 
County every six months*, this will make my ne.xt inspection trip 
come in August and 1 hope to ftnd your roads in a better condition 
thanldiden my kwt hiapcclian. In fhet I am going to expect you 

to throw out the loose stones fill up ruts and chiitr hnlcs, oiien j^p 
ditches and culverts, and I am going to especially expect y($. fO 
but all noxbus weeds and clean off all brash and ductionaMa 
matter along the bounds of the public roads. ^ 

I havebten very patient with you in not re^uirinp you to do 
more work than I have on the roads during the Sprinir and Sum- 
mer on acc ount of it being such a busy time with the farmers in 
thehp crops, bat as an fturm work is now practically over for this 
season until fcnlder and corn harvest in the fall. I sec no reason 
why the roads can't be worked. You ought to well know that by 
the bandaS h i t s h tesaa af the eoonty, that there is not nor will ba 
any more money to spend on 'dirt roads and brid>ros of Knox coun- 
ty as it will for many years take all the available money for road 
and bridge purposes, to create a sinhiag Ami t» icdaam honds aad 
pay the interest on road bonds. 

So it appears like the only way our dirt roads can be roaiatafti* 
ed is byHha fsi a n l aw htar «f tha cMaans and work oflkt 
militia. 

If tht funera wooM spend a little thne when they are idle 

otherwise in working on the roads thru their farms it would work 
wonders for the roads and at the same time it would be an im- 
provement on their farms, as I aonaidMr that a good ^mad thm a 
farm is just as nMoh of an hnptseaMnt ton phm as good feneca 

or buildings. 

And bear in mind that tho old saying is true that no commun- 
ity is above its roads, I have no bettor way of judginp the good 
qualities of a citizen than by Jgoing thru a neighborhood and find- 
ing that when it was necessary for the farmer to reset his fenoa 
that instead of ihcroaching upon the road that bo .«et his fence 
back and give more room for the road, and that instead of dump- 
ing the field stones that was in his way, into some creek or waste 
place or piling them up in his iield, that he has hauled them and 
pot them in some km boggy place that could not 
well be drained, cr made a wall ;so the water coulil not wash the 
road away or thnt he has kept the right of way cleaned up thru 
hisphMO.

So you will not be excused for not working your road juat be- 
eaaee the county is not in position to pay for teams and lumbwrand 
etc., you should show a willing mind and work your G days if it || 
only with gooseneck hoes. This 1 will expect of you and every 
overseer who fails to put in 6 days by the IStli of Sei)tember will 
be reported to the Grand Jury at its Sept. term for failure to do 
their duty. This 6 days work will be required regardless of what 
condition your roads is in or may be in as there is not a hit of dan- 
ger of the roads being overworked. So warn out your hands at 
once and get busy Mid wwt the loada and save yourself fion tha 
trouble and me the unpleaamt iMk of havtait to proaaeute you far 
failing to do your duty. 

Some overeecrs should have a great amount of credit for tha 

splendid work they have already done, and this Is not intended far 
them that is doing their duty but is a gentle reminder tu those
